2/- (plate 1) Blue - introduced 1“ July 1867. 


Printed by De la Rue & Co in sheets of 240 stamps, consisting of 12 panes arranged in four 
horizontal rows of three. Each pane comprised five horizontal rows of four stamps. 
Approaching 5,750,000 stamps printed in the Blue colour were made available for use by the 
general public. 


A request was made in July 1879 for the 242d stamp to be printed in Blue. This was necessary 
to comply with the Universal Postal Union regulation that mail addressed to Europe should be 
in light blue. To avoid a possible conflict with the existing 2/- Blue, De la Rue & Co suggested 
that the 2/- stamp should be printed in Brown, the colour of the now obsolete 10d stamp. The 
suggestion was accepted, but the 2/- Brown was destined to have a very short life of less than 
six months. 


2/- (plate 1) Brown - introduced 27" February 1880. 


The stamp was withdrawn from sale in July 1880. Only 77,620 stamps are thought to have been 
made available for public use, hence their relatively high catalogue value for used copies. 


Some 46 Different Perfin Dies are known on the Queen Victoria 2/-, with a split of 43 DD for 
the Blue colour, and 15 DD for the short-lived Brown, of which 12 are known on both colours. 


Around 85% have known or suspected users. 


Perfin figures are correct to 1” July 2018.
